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A COUPLE “bled dry" the hus¬ 
band's elderly father after gain¬ 
ing control of his three bank 
accounts, a court heard. 

Haverhill couple John Apps, 41, 
and Carol Apps, 38, are alleged to 
have withdrawn more than 
£14,000 over a six-month period. 

The couple, of Bellings Road, have 
pleaded not guilty at Ipswich Crown Court 
to three charges of fraud by abuse of their 
position between November 2007 and 
June 2008. 

The alleged victim was the late John 
James Apps, a former Port of London 
worker in his 80s. 

Prosecutor Richard Potts said Mr Apps 
senior had lost his own home in south 
Essex when it was repossessed after he 
remortgaged it to help his only son and 
daughter-in-law with their financial 
problems. 

The jury heard he told the couple they 
could access his accounts to help him pay 
his rent, council tax and other bills after 
the death of his wife, who had handled 
their financial affairs. 

The court heard John and Carol Apps 
withdrew £14,693 from the accounts while 
Mr Apps senior’s rent, council tax and 
electricity bills all were allowed to run into 
arrears.

The new vehicle, decorated 
to the youngsters’ own designs, 
is a mobile youth project with 
a brand new van, specially 
equipped with all kinds of 
activities for ages 13 to 19 
years. 

The idea has come from 
young people who are out in 
the town of an evening and

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want to use facilities, but not 
based in a building. 

Simon Pickering, youth and 
community development 
officer at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, said: “We get 
up to 70 young people in 
Haverhill coming to a Wos Up 
night, which is a summertime, 
borough-wide mobile youth 
project and when we asked 
them about what they wanted 
organising in Haverhill they 
loved the idea of their own 
vehicle.” 

The Haverhill mobile youth 
project will operate four nights 
a week from the long wheel¬ 
base Mercedes Sprinter van 
that has been kitted out with 
seating, sports equipment and 
hot drink facilities. It carries its 
own generator to run the DJ 
equipment, lap tops with 
internet access, games 
consoles, TV and DVD player 
and sound system on board. 
The design for the van exterior 
has been created by Victor

Kerry Young, Suffolk County

Mr Potts said that between November 
2007 and lanuary 2008, cash withdrawals 
took place at an “alarming rate”, with £3,550 
taken from two accounts in three weeks. 

By the end of lanuary the proceeds of a 
£6,000 insurance policy had been whittled 
down to £600 after just over two months, it 
was alleged. 

The pensioner was left with just 35p in his 
Abbey National account, £1.29 in the Post 
Office and £8.40 with Barclays, said Mr Potts. 

But he also faced rent, council tax and 
electricity bill arrears of more than £1,200. 

Mr Potts said the couple had “bled him 
dry and no longer had any use for him”. 

An investigation began after council 
housing staff became concerned at the level 
of arrears, despite Mr Apps senior receiving 
housing benefit. 

Mr Potts told the jury: “They knew of fohn 
lames’ poor money skills and, in order to 
maintain or bolster their finances, they 
abused their position of trust.” 

Council housing welfare worker Denise 
Benham said Mr Apps senior could be 
forgetful at times but did not consider him to 
be confused about money. 

She said: “Once he was shown how to pay 
bills he did it on his own.” 

The court heard Carol Apps made many of 
the cash withdrawals in Haverhill and her 
husband, a long-distance lorry driver, was 
also involved. Money had been withdrawn at 
cash machines in Cambridge and in the 
West Midlands. 

When interviewed Carol Apps told police 
her father-in-law had asked her to look after 
his finances as he became confused. 

fohn Apps said his father had given him 
his Abbey National bank card and told him 
to use it if he was in financial difficulties. 

The trial continues. 


Council chiefs 
£700 a day job 


A COUNCIL'S decision to 
hire a communication chief 
for up to £700 a day - 
equivalent to £182,000 a year 
- has been defended by a 
Conservative member as 
“small beer” but slammed by 
a Government minister. 

Suffolk County Council is 
employing fill Rawlins as temporary 
head of communications, starting 
next week on a six-month contract, 
and the rate of pay is between 
£2,000 and £3,500 a week. 

The decision by the Conser¬ 
vative-run council to make the 
appointment just as David 
Cameron has called for “painful” 
cuts in public spending has drawn 
sharp criticism but also support. 

A council spokesman said the 
new appointee would review 
communications across the council 
to make “significant savings”. 

Cllr Lisa Richards, who represents 
Newmarket and Red Lodge on the 
county council and is portfolio 
holder for waste, said: “We hope 
this will drive through more savings 
than the post will cost us. 

“We need to ensure we are 
getting the best deal for Suffolk 
taxpayers.” 

Tory Cllr Tim Marks, who rep- 
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resents Haverhill Cangle division on 
the council, said: “She has been 
tasked with bringing in half a 
million pounds in savings - £700 a 
day is small beer. 

“You have to speculate to accu¬ 
mulate is the way I look at it.” 

And deputy leader fane Storey 
justified the appointment as it 
would speed up a programme of 
budget savings. 

She said: “You have to remember 
the post doesn’t offer sick pay - if 
they don’t turn up for work, they 
don’t get paid. 

“There’s no pension and no other 
benefits.” 

But the council’s Lib Dem 
opposition leader, Kathy Pollard, 
said: “What would the public rather 
have - four new firefighters or one 
head of communications? 

“We all know what the answer 
would be.” 

At Government level, Comm¬ 
unities Secretary Eric Pickles said 
the council had not made a “com¬ 
pelling case” for offering a “super 
salary”. 

He said: “We are calling time on 
this reckless attitude to spending 
taxpayers’ cash on super salaries. 


Local government must wake up 
and realise the gravy train is on 
borrowed time. 

“The days of taking the taxpayer 
for a ride are over. 

“We must deliver value for mon¬ 
ey and I believe our plans to throw 
open the books of councils will put 
an end to wasteful spending.” 

Matthew Elliott, of the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, said the appointment

Awards for day centre helpers 


THE development of a 
major site in Haverhill 
was due to move a step 
with councillors recom¬ 
mended to approve a 
“draft concept statement”. 

Members of the Haverhill 
Working Party were due to give 
their backing today to proposals 
to draw up a masterplan for the 
Hanchett End site. 

Developer Nic Rumsey, a dir¬ 
ector of Carisbrooke Invest¬ 
ments, said it owned most of the 
30-acre site for development 
into Haverhill Business Park, 
and was negotiating to buy the 
remaining plots. 

He had previously called for a 
concept statement from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
- and it has delivered one that 
was recommended for approval 
by the working party. 

The site is zoned for light 
industrial, research and office 
development but Mr Rumsey 
has proposed a mixed-use site 
with houses, shops and a hotel. 

The concept statement says: 
“The site is located on rising 
ground at the western edge of 
Haverhill and has long been 
recognised as having the pot¬ 
ential to become a special gate¬ 
way site. 

“The elevation of the site 
makes it particularly prominent 
when approached from the 
north-west and visible to long¬ 
distance views from the north 
and west.” 

High standards of design are 
stressed in the statement. 
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It says: “A high standard of 
design will be required through¬ 
out the site, with development 
on the highest ground restricted 
in height. Areas with frontage to 
the A1307 will be required to 
achieve high standards of 
architecture within a land¬ 
scaped setting. 

“That part of the site fronting 
the A1307 at its junction with 
the A1017 is of particular 
importance at the entrance of 
the town and will require a 
landmark building or buildings. 

“A similar approach should be 
taken at the north-east entrance 
to the site.” The site fronts the 
town’s bypass and the A1307 
and vehicular access would be 
at two separate points from the 
A1307. 

Soft landscaping would be 
used to provide a 20-metre wide 
buffer zone to the rear of resi¬ 
dential properties fronting Han¬ 
chett End and minimise the vis¬ 
ual impact on the surrounding 
countryside. Pedestrian and 
cycle links would be provided to 
link with the established 
footpath/ cycleway network in 
adjoining residential areas. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News last week, the town coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee has 
opposed plans for a new retail 
and business park proposed by 
HPG (Developments) Ltd on the 
site of the former Project Office 
Furniture site.

Although a similar increase was 
not seen in Suffolk, the county’s 
force has said that there were 
more domestic violence incidents 
where drink was a factor. 

During the England-Ecuador 
match in 2006, 25 of the 30 dom¬ 
estic violence incidents were 
drink-related. 

Marianne Fellowes, of the 
county’s domestic abuse team, 
said: “Alcohol is no excuse for 
emotional, financial, physical or 
sexual abuse within a relation¬ 
ship. 

“There are opportunities for 
offenders to change their be¬ 
haviour and for victims to under-

stand the true nature of abuse, 
and to access groups or individual 
support. 

“We encourage people to seek 
help as soon as possible, whether 
it is through ourselves or other 
organisations.” 

The police campaign is also 
encouraging victims of racial 
abuse or other “hate crimes” to 
report them. 

Inspector Chris Galley said 
police in Haverhill had been 
working with the town’s licensed 
premises to ensure everyone can 
enjoy the feast of football. 

He said: “Local Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team officers will be 
out before games, meeting cust¬ 
omers. 

“We have been working with 
the licensing authority and the 
licensed premises and they are 
taking a positive approach. 

“It should mean everybody 
should have an enjoyable tourn¬ 
ament. If people have problems, 
we urge them to give us a call.” 

He said officers would be on 
high-visibility patrols in the town 


after the matches and he said the 
force would deal “robustly” with 
any incidents of domestic abuse. 

He said: “Domestic abuse is 
something we are always looking 
out for, not just during the World 
Cup.”

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‘My little girls helped me 
through battle with cancer’ 



Diagnosed when her baby was just 8 months old, Clair 
Meager, who is running the Race for Life, says her two 
girls gave her a focus. Interview by ALICE RYAN 


R unning out of 

her playroom, a 
toy pig tucked 
under one arm, little 
Lottie asks her 
mummy for a cuddle 
and then some warm 
milk, please. 

Aged four, she’s 
adorable. And, along with 
her big sister Poppy, 6, 
she’s clearly the apple of 
her mother’s eye. 

“I do love being a 
mum,” says Clair Meager, 
pulling Lottie on to her 
lap and giving her a 
squeeze. “It’s the one 
thing I always wanted to 
do in life. I can’t say it’s 
always been easy; a lot’s 
happened in the last few 
years... But the girls gave 
me a focus: they’ve really 
helped me through.” 

When Lottie was just 
eight months old, Clair 
was diagnosed with an 
aggressive form of breast 
cancer. Only 35, she was 
prescribed surgery, 
chemo, radiotherapy, 
numerous medications. 

It was, she admits, a real 
rollercoaster ride - which 
ended with a full 
hysterectomy and the 
breakdown of her 
marriage. 

“As I said, it’s not always 
been easy,” says Clair, now 
37. “But the cancer 
changed me: it made me a 


stronger person. And it 
made me want to achieve 
things - to finish my 
degree, go to Paris, see 
Kylie in concert... I 
wanted to know that, if 
the cancer ever returned, I 
could look back and say 
‘I’ve done all those things, 
been to all those places’; it 
made me want to get out 
there and really live my 
life.” Among Clair’s goals 
was to raise both cash and 
awareness for cancer 
research and support 
charities - to date, she’s 
raised more than £7,000 
through sponsored walks 
and runs. 

Next month, Clair will 
be one of 8,000 women 
pulling on their trainers 
and hitting the streets of 
Cambridge for the annual 
Race for Life. A sponsored 
event, open to women 
only, it’s held in aid of 
Cancer Research UK. 

Since its launch in 1994, 
Race for Life has grown 
into the largest women- 
only fundraising event in 
Britain. Open to people of 
all ages and levels of 
fitness, 230 races now take 
place up and down the 
country every summer. 

Every pound raised 


goes to a 4,500-strong 
team of researchers, 
doctors and nurses, all 
dedicated to helping more 
people beat cancer; so far, 
an incredible 4.7 million 
women have raced for life 
- raising more than £370 
million in the process. 

Taking place on July 4, 
the 2010 Cambridge race 
will be the first ever to 
traverse the historic city 
centre: starting on Parker’s 
Piece, women can walk, 
jog or run the 5km route 
to Jesus Green. Between 
them, the Cambridge 
racers are aiming to raise 
an awe-inspiring £577,000 
this year alone. 

“It’s always very 
emotional,” admits Clair, 
who will be running 
alongside fellow breast 
cancer survivor Hilary 
Tunnicliffe - her former 
biology teacher at 
Parkside Federation in 
Cambridge. Hilary made 
history last year by 
submitting the biggest 
ever Race for Life team; 
this time, Clair will be 
joining her troops. 

“Doing something like 
Race for Life is probably 
the only time I let it all in - 
and let it all out,” 


continues Clair. “I always 
cry. You can’t sit around 
every day thinking about 
cancer, but on those 
occasions, well, that’s 
what they’re all about... 

I don’t see that as a 
negative thing at all. In 
fact, I think it’s healing.” 

Sitting in the kitchen of 
her Stretham home, Clair 
explains she discovered a 
lump in her left breast 
when Lottie was still a 
small baby. 

“I literally just folded 
my arms, tucking my 
hands under my armpits, 
and felt a little lump,” she 
remembers. “As soon as I 
felt it, I just knew what it 
was. I can’t explain it, but 
I just knew. The first thing 
that went through my 
head was ‘I don’t want to 
have chemo; I don’t want 
to lose my hair’...” 

Visiting the doctor the 
next day, Clair was swiftly 
referred to 

Addenbrooke’s. To begin 
with, medics thought the 
lump might simply be a 
cyst: statistics show that 
the vast majority of breast 
cancers - eight out of 10 - 
are diagnosed in women 
over 50; Clair was only 35. 

But tests confirmed

Clair’s fears. She had 
cancer and, though 
caught at an early stage, it 
was an aggressive form. 
“They said they wanted to 
give me all the treatment 
they could,” she explains. 
“In the short time 
between me finding it and 
having it out, the lump 
had grown.” 

After a lumpectomy, 
Clair started chemo. “The 
only person around my 
age I knew who’d been 
through it was Kylie,” she 
laughs. “She was finishing 
treatment around the 
time I started. But from 
the beginning I focused 
on the positive. It never 
occurred to me that I 
might die. I didn’t allow 
myself to think like that.” 

Among the toughest 
things was, continues 
Clair, telling Poppy, then 
three, that her mummy 
was ill. “We said that 
mummy had monster 
cells and she needed 
special medicine to get rid 
of them because they 
were making her poorly,” 
says Clair. “We drew 
pictures of the monster 
cells and the medicine, 
and I took her to the 
hospital, just into the 
waiting room, so she knew 
where I was going when I 
disappeared for 
treatment. Considering 
her age, she handled it all 
very well.” 

With her husband 
working from home, so he 
could continue his job 
and also care for the girls, 
Clair’s mum took her for 
her chemo appointments. 
“I lost my hair after the 
second dose,” she recalls. 
“And, in fact, it seemed 
like an insignificant thing 
by then - so much else 
was going on.” 

Chemo was, admits 
Clair, a gruelling process. 
With nausea and 
exhaustion among the 
side-effects, she says 
“there were times when I’d 
just had enough. I do 
remember thinking ‘If this 
comes back, I don’t know 
if I can go through all this 
again’. The worst thing for 


me wasn’t the intravenous 
chemo, actually. I opted to 
take part in a trial and 
switched to a tablet form 
part-way through; from a 
psychological point of 
view, I found that even 
harder -1 was taking these 
tablets knowing how 
horrible they’d make me 
feel.” 

Spending as much time 
as possible with her 
children, Clair says they 
inspired her to keep going. 
After chemo came 
radiotherapy and then 18 
doses of the headline¬ 
grabbing drug herceptin, 
hailed as a revolutionary 
breast cancer treatment. 

Just as Clair seemed to 
be nearing the finish line, 
doctors told her that she 
had tested positive for 
HNPCC, a genetic 
condition which raises the 
risk of developing a whole 
range of cancers. “They 
said I had a 60 per cent 
chance of developing 
colon cancer, uterine 
cancer and ovarian 
cancer,” she explains. 

“My father died of 
bowel cancer when he 
was 40. My parents had 
separated by then; I didn’t 
know him all that well. It 
wasn’t until I was 
diagnosed with cancer 
that I really thought about 
what he’d been through, 
how hard it must have 
been. 

“I don’t remember 
feeling angry when they 
told me, but I knew I had a 
lot of thinking to do.” 

After much soul- 
searching, Clair opted for 
a full hysterectomy (to 
prevent ovarian or uterine 
cancer developing in the 
future). “I can continue to 
be monitored for breast 
and colon cancer,” she 
explains, “but it’s far 
harder to check for 
ovarian or uterine 
problems. 

“I never wanted to say 
never where having more 
children was concerned. 
But I realised that I had 
two girls already - and 
that I’d rather have more 
time with them than risk 


developing anything else.” 

Now separated from her 
husband, Clair admits she 
has some bad days. But, 
seemingly aglow with 
health and enthusiasm for 
life, she is looking to the 
future. 

With an OU degree in 
English Literature now 
under her belt - she’s only 
just graduated - Clair’s 
ambition is to train as a 
teacher when the girls are 
a little older. And she’s 
currently in the process of 
qualifying as a yoga 
instructor, something she 
credits with giving her 
both peace and 
perspective. 

Doctors can’t screen for 
HNPCC but, because it’s 
an inherited condition, 
Clair says both her sister 
and daughters will start 
having regular health 
checks at an early age, to 
be on the safe side; 
routine mammograms 
aren’t carried out until 
women are in their 50s. 

Statistics show that, 
thanks to early detection 
and advances in research, 
more women are 
surviving breast cancer 
now than ever before. 

“By the time my girls are 
my age, things will have 
moved on even further,” 
adds Claire. “That’s why I 
want to raise money for 
Cancer Research - to help 
women like me in the 
future. And I want to raise 
awareness too, because 
the earlier cancer is 
detected the better: if you 
notice any changes in 
your breasts at all, go 
straight to the doctor.” 

Clair will remain on the 
anti-cancer drug 
tamoxifen for the next two 
years - and will continue 
to have health checks for 
the foreseeable future. 

“You just have to keep 
going,” adds Clair. “Don’t 
push yourself too hard; 
don’t expect too much of 
yourself. Take one day at a 
time, keep putting one 
foot in front of the other. 
It’s like doing Race for Life: 
it’s the only way to reach 
that finish line.”

Warning as 
rogue traders 
come calling 


RESIDENTS have been warned 
to be extra vigilant when open¬ 
ing their doors to companies 
offering “free” home security 
systems. 

Suffolk Trading Standards said 
companies are cold calling homeowners 
claiming to offer supposedly free 
alarms, full home security checks, no- 
obligation quotes and a service supp¬ 
orted by official organisations - but the 
promises are far from the truth. 

Nousha Meek, principal trading 
standards officer, said: “Bogus comp¬ 
anies often target the elderly and 
vulnerable and use the offer of a ‘free’ 
system to draw them in. 

“A resident recently paid more than 
£6,000 for the installation and main¬ 
tenance of their ‘free’ alarm. 

“This is a stark reminder that people 
should take time to consider offers and 
claims before parting with their hard- 
earned money. 

“Consumers are entitled to a seven- 
day cancellation period under the 
consumer protection regulations, which 
allows them the time to consider what 
they might be signing up to.” 

Residents, if in doubt, can refer to the 
Trusted Trader scheme, at www. 
suffolktrustedtrader.com, which has 
been set up to ensure consumers are 
getting value for money from reputable, 
local firms.

Suffolk Constabulary community safety 
department, said: “The majority of 
people who call on homes are genuine, 
but we would like people to be aware of 
this kind of incident and take some 
simple steps to avoid becoming a 
victim. 

“The simple routine of ‘lock, stop, 
chain, check’ can prevent an offender 
gaining access to your home.” 

The four-step piece of advice is to 
keep front and back doors locked, even 
when at home, stop before answering 
the door and look through the spy-hole 
or window, put the door chain on if 
opening the door and check the details 
and identity of callers before allowing 
them in. 

Insp Gilmore said: “Distraction 
burglars, cold callers and rogue traders 
do not usually break in or use force or 
threats. 

“They take advantage of the victim’s 
vulnerability or good nature, so that 
when residents engage in conversation, 
an offence is then committed. 

“We would ask everyone to be wary of 
unexpected callers and to remember 
that you do not have to allow them entry 
in to your home. If you are not sure, 
don’t open the door.”

SHE'S OUT OF MY LEAGUE (15,

SELF-DOUBT is hard-wired into the 
British psyche at birth. While 
Americans seem to exist in a bubble 
of self-confidence that borders on 
arrogance, we don’t just hide our 
lights under a bushel, we extinguish 
them entirely. 

Heaven forbid we should embrace 
the possibility that we are beautiful, 
intelligent, charming and desirable 
creatures. It’s much better to expect 
the worst and then be pleasantly 
surprised when life unexpectedly 
deals us a half-decent hand. 

Jim Field Smith’s effervescent 
romantic comedy strikes a chord, 
centring on a lovable airport 
security guard, whose low self¬ 
esteem almost wrecks the best 
relationship he might ever have. 
We’ve all done it - extinguished the 
embers of potential romance before 
they have even smoldered because 
the girl or guy we like is simply too 
good looking, funny or smart to be 
interested. 

In She’s Out Of My League, Kirk 
Kettner (Baruchel) is cruelly 


dumped by his girlfriend Mamie 
(Sloane). To rub salt into the 
wounds, his parents (LeFevre, 

Rupp) have adopted Mamie like a 
surrogate daughter so she is always 
around the house with her new 
boyfriend in tow. 

Kirk desperately wants to win her 
back but best friend Stainer strongly 
counsels against it, having always 
loathed Marnie. 

Somehow, Kirk ends up on a date 
with Molly (Eve), a beautiful 
passenger who passes through his 
security gate at Pittsburgh airport. 
She seems keen, much to the 
bemusement of Kirk’s jealous 
buddies, Stainer and Jack (Vogel). 
As Kirk and Molly grow closer, he 


takes her home to meet his loved 
ones. 

“Twenty minutes with your family 
and she’ll file for a restraining 
order,” guffaws Stainer. Perhaps. 
This is a predictable yet hugely 
enjoyable genre piece that relies on 
our natural empathy for Baruchel’s 
nice guy as he wrestles with myriad 
insecurities and derision from the 
people who should be bolstering his 
self-confidence. 

His performance anchors the 
picture and Eve is an adorable 
object for Kirk’s affections. 

The haphazard journey of self- 
discovery culminates in some 
bruising home truths at the airport. 
Love hurts.

F ront gardens are so 
often an 
afterthought for 
homeowners, who see 
the front of their house 
only as a point of access 
and, more specifically, as 
a place to park their car 
and put their dustbins. 

However, there is so much 
you can do with a front garden 
to make the whole house 
welcoming and increase its 
value, and it doesn’t have to be 
high maintenance if you 
choose the right plants. 

This year’s Chelsea gold 
medal-winning Upwardly 
Mobile Garden got me thinking 
about how people who invest 
in their front garden can take 
many of the plants with them if 
they move, either by planting 
them in large containers or 
propagating them. 

John Lord, managing 
director of John Woods 
Nurseries, which co-created 
the garden with Capel Manor 
College, said: “We wanted to 
show how with woody plants 
you can create a front garden 
that inspires. 

“When you go to Holland

and Germany you see that 
people invest in their front 
gardens, but people here don’t 
take care of them. Yet they can 
add value to their property.” 

The theme of the Upwardly 
Mobile Garden was to 
demonstrate how easy it is to 
create a garden, especially your 
first, and take components of 
it, such as planted containers, 
with you when you move 
home. In this way, you take 
your ideas and learning with 
you throughout life. 

“We’ve used plants that are 
happy in different types of soils 
and situations, for example, to 
help inexperienced gardeners 
understand their options,” says 
Lord. 

Included in the garden were 
low maintenance plants 
including Diervilla Cool Splash, 


Prunus ‘Kojo-no-mai’, 
Geranium 'Johnson’s Blue’, 
Sambucus ‘Black Beauty’ and 
Heuchera ‘Midnight Rose’. 

Invest in the biggest pots you 
can afford for permanent 
plantings which you intend to 
take with you when you move. 
John Woods used its own 
Endless Summer collection of 
Hydrangea macrophylla in 
pots, which unusually produce 
flowers on old and new wood 
and therefore are repeat 
flowering throughout the 
summer, regardless of late 
frosts or incorrect pruning. 

If you want a tree as a focal 
point in your front garden, 
think about buying a specimen 
that will grow in a pot, which 
will be able to move with you in 
years to come. The Upwardly 
Mobile Garden featured a 
Cornus ‘Venus’, a flowering 
dogwood with good drought 
tolerance and a high resistance 
to diseases, in a large container. 
It produces striking white 
bracts up to J5cm in diameter 
each May, followed by rich red 
autumn colour and grows to 
around 3.5m in JO years. 

When planting permanent 
plants in containers, use a soil- 
based compost like John Innes 
which has a bit more body 


than some of the others and 
give the plant a good mulch 
and feed in spring. 

Of course, if you want to take 
the fruits of your labour with 
you, you can also plant 
specimens that are going to be 
easy to propagate or divide. 
Clumps of ornamental grasses 
can easily be lifted and divided 
so you can take a portion with 
you. 

The easiest way to take a 
little piece of your garden when 
you move is by taking 
hardwood cuttings of your 
favourite shrubs and other 
plants. Plants including 
berberis, buddleia, cornus, 
kerria, spiraea, deciduous 
viburnum, mock orange and 
salix are all suited to this 
method. 

Look for shoots which have 
grown during the current 
season and are about pencil 
thickness or more. Cut them 
off, leaving a small stub on the 
parent plant. Trim the bottom 
of the cutting just below a leaf 
joint and the top just above 
one, so the shoot’s around 20- 
23cm (8-9in) long, with all the 
soft growth at the top removed. 

Dip the bottom of the 
cutting into hormone rooting 
liquid and then place it in a

pre-prepared slit trench part- 
filled with sharp sand to aid 
drainage, so the tops of the 
cuttings are around 7.5cm (3in) 
above ground, refilling the 
trench with soil and firming in 
the cuttings. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Allium (Ornamental onion) 
Their lollipop blooms always 
make a statement in any 
border, rising above all else to 
display mainly purple or white 
globes of flowers. The most 
majestic is the giant A. 
giganteum, which grows to 
1.2m (4ft) and produces 
impressive lilac ball-shaped 
flowers in early summer. The 


popular A. cristophii has a 
narrow growth habit which 
means bulbs can be slotted 
between other plants in the 
garden during autumn. 
Growing between 30-60cm (1- 
2ft), they produce round heads 
20cm (8in) across on tall stems, 
packed with starry purple 
flowers, which eventually fade 
to green. 

Alliums will thrive in any 
well-drained soil in full sun. 
Clumps should be divided in 
autumn every three years. They 
look great popping up through 
ornamental grasses or other 
plants which hide the allium 
foliage, which starts to die off 
before the flowers bloom.

LEXUS and Toyota cars may 
have been subject to recalls 
over recent months but UK 
owners still rate them highly, 
a survey has shown. 

Lexus topped a UK vehicle 
ownership satisfaction study table 
compiled by JD Power and 
Associates and What Car? 

And Toyota was fifth in the 
table, which was based on the 
responses of more than 17,000 UK 
car owners. 

In addition, the Lexus RX was 
rated best sports utility vehicle 
and the Lexus IS was the best 
compact executive car, while the 
Toyota Aygo was the best city car 
and the Toyota Yaris was joint top 
(with the Honda Jazz) in the

small car category 

In the manufacturers’ list 
topped by Lexus, Honda was in 
second place, Jaguar third and 
Mercedes-Benz fourth. 

For Lexus, it was a 10th 
successive year at the top of the 
charts in this survey. 

The company scored 846 points 
out of a possible 1,000. The points 
were based on vehicle appeal, 
which includes performance, 
design, comfort and features; 
vehicle quality and reliability; 
ownership costs, which includes 
fuel consumption, insurance and 
costs of service/repair; and dealer 
service satisfaction. 

Rounding out the highest- 
ranked five nameplates are 
Honda (825), Jaguar (818), 
Mercedes-Benz (817) and Toyota 
(814). 

“Earning industry-benchmark 
status year after year demands an 
in-depth understanding on how 
to match and further exceed cus¬ 
tomer expectations in an ever- 
changing and challenging 
environment within the 
automotive industry,” said Martin 
Volk, senior research manager at 
JD Power and Associates. 


At the model level, Lexus, 
Honda and Toyota each capture 
two awards. The Lexus RX (SUV) 
and IS (compact executive car); 
Honda Jazz (small car) and Accord 
(upper medium car); and Toyota 
Aygo (city car) and Yaris (small 
car) each rank highest in their 
respective segments. Also receiv¬ 
ing segment-level awards are the 
Kia cee’d (lower medium car); 
Mazda MX-5 (sports car); and the 
Mercedes-Benz B-Class (MPV). 

While a majority of brands 
have increased in satisfaction 
compared with 2009, Hyundai, 
Mitsubishi and Nissan all 
improve considerably - up 19 
points, 24 points and 14 points, 
respectively. In addition, Jaguar is 
up 13 points from 2009 and 
performs particularly well in 
vehicle appeal and service 
satisfaction.
